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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments overcome the previously applied rejection in view of Takahashi. As per 
independent claim 16, the prior art does not teach the air conditioner combination as recited and 
in particular wherein the controller is adapted for setting a second target temperature higher than 
a preset first target temperature by a predetermined temperature when the power source enters 
into a low-speed state and for setting the second target temperature lower than the preset first 
target temperature by the predetermined temperature when the power source enters into a high- 
speed state, and wherein the controller is adapted for controlling the discharged volume of the 
refrigerant based on the second target temperature.
